To be completely satisfactory a sunscreening prepara¬ 
tion should be wash-resistant to give longer lasting protection 
without repeated applications, and preferably be odorless, 
tasteless, colorless and stainless. 

Such preparations are now available, so if you do have 
a real problem see your dermatologist and have him prescribe 
the correct one tor your personal use.
